The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-10 and 30-39, the primary reason for allowance is the 
inclusion of the corrective function based on the second reading taking into account 
periodic fluctuations of the second reading, in combination with all of the other 
limitations of the claim. 

The allowability of claims 1 1-29 and 40-58 was addressed in the previous Office 
action filed 1/29/07 and is repeated herein. Regarding claims 11-29 and 40-58, the 
primary reason for allowance is the inclusion of the second reading, at least 
approximately representing the patient's intrathoracic pressure, and the third reading, 
which directly depends on the patient's state of respiration, being used to select a 
function that can be used for the patient's currents state of respiration and the volume 
responsiveness indicator being calculated based on this function and from the first 
reading, which is directly dependent on a patient's left ventricular pumping action, and 
the second reading, in combination with all of the other limitations of the claims.
